another provision of the Treaty of Berlin has been carried into effect. The 
material interests of growing empires occasionally demand that they should take 
on themselves responsibilities for which they have no ambition, but from which 
it would be impolitic to shrink. The Empire of Austria, made up as it ie of 


diverse nationalities, finds itself occasionally compelled to occupy territory 


which it does not covet in order to satisfy the yearnings of some national elo- 
ment, or to acquire a “scientific” or other frontier. The occupation of the 
Sandjak of Novi Bazar by Austria was determined on in order to restore confi- 
dence to the Slav element which revolted with so much energy against even the 
nominal jurisdiction of the Porte. Althoogh, in the language of diplomacy, 
this movement is termed an “ occupatior,” it is more than probable that it will 
be a permanent asquisition of territory ; and if that be so, there is every reason 
to believe that the province will be benefited by the mild and equitable rule of 
the Empire. It is a matter of history that in the adjacent territory of Bucovina, 
in Galicia, wretched villages have become towns and languishing towns the 
centres of flourishing industries and commercial enterprise, Fours years ago 
Cxernowitz, the capital of Bucovina, celebrated the centenary of its cession to 
Austria with considerable pomp and circumstance. A statue was erected in 
honour of Austria and a German University was established. The Jews, who 
are numerous and prosperous in Czernowitz, took a leading part in the celebra- 
tion. The burgomaster of the town happened to be a Jew, and the reports pub- 


lished at the time set forth that come of the principal municipal and magisterial - 


offices were filled by intelligent and patriotic Israelites. The represen- 
tatives of no lees than eighteen religious sects assembled from Galicia, Mol- 
davia, Roumania and other provinces to do honour to the festival. The 
Roumanian prees profited by the occasion to pour forth invectives against 
the Bucovinian Jews who, under Auetrian rule, had acquired wealth and 
municipal dignities. The contrast between the Jewish inhabitants of Bacovina 
and Roumania suggested unpalatable lessons ; but up to the present there is no 
evidence to show that Roumanians have been wise or generous enough to profit by 
them. If Roumania had been enlightened enough to follow the lead of Austria, 
there was nothing in the condition of Bucovina which need bave excited their 
ire. What the Jews had done for Bucovina they would willingly have done for 
Roumania if they had been permitted freely to exercise commercial enterprise, 
and to develope their mental and spiritual faculties untrammeled by vexatious 
and degrading restrictions. In the two territories the contrast is complete. In 
the one the Jew may not even obtain justice, in the other not only is he equal in 
the eye ot the law, but, when properly qualified, he may sit on the judicial 
bench ; ia the one trade is paralysed, populations ignorant and vicious, in the 
other trade flourishes, education is fostered and patriotism waite on the footeteps 
of good government. It is to be hoped that the Roumanians may in the future 
yet learn the secret of Bucovinian progress and prosperity. We also trust in 
the interests of humanity that the influence of Austria will be marked in the 
Sandjak of Novi Bazar as it has been in the little corner of Galicia to which we 
have called attention, in which case there will be very little doubt that the 
Austrian occupation will mean the permanent acquisition of territory, to the 
great advantage of all classes of the population. 


CIRCUIT PREACHING, 

At one of the sittings of the Convention of the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations, which was held in New York last July, the question of provid- 
ing itinerant preachers for those congregations in the United States which had. 
not previously the benefit of pulpit instruction was discussed. One minister, 
who came from Mobile, epoke, in the course of the debate, of euch an arrange- 
ment being especially needed in the South. He drew a melancholy picture of 
the religious destitution of many of the Congregations in that part of the United 
States, and he mentioned that the wealthier Jews, in the absence of any facili- 
ties fer having their children taught their religion, were compelled to send them 
to Catholic seminaries. The necessity of attempting to diminish the evil by the 
institution of a system of circuit-preaching was recognised by the Conrention, 
and a thousand dollars voted for the purpose. We cannot pretend that religious 
education is in any English Congregation in so desperate a plight as that to 
which it seems to have been redaced here and there among our American 
brethren. But the introduction of itinerant preaching as an Anglo-Jewish 
institution ig, nevertheless, an eminently desirable step. We recur to this subject 
because we are convinced of its importance, and we recur to it at the present 
moment because the Holidays remind us most forcibly of its importance. 
We cannot forget that there are provincial Congregations upon whom the 
chastening and elevating influences of the Festivals will be all but lost through 
the want of a preacher who, by his exposition and exhortations, can be the 
medium for directing those influences upon their hearts. The Machsor cannot 
do everything. What is wanted is the living voice to supplement the dead letter 
of the printed page. The admonition of the preacher will give point and signifi- 
cance to compositions which hitherto have ec: ed to most of the congregants 
but a collection of unmeaning words. He will unfold the lessons taught by the 
holy season—lessons which unfortunately in the past have been too often not 
even understood—and it may well be that his words may here and there take 
root, like good seed in fruitful soil, and develope into the flower of lasting 
amendment. It is ead to think how many such chances bave been miesed 
hitherto through the silence of the pulpit at times and in places in which it 
ghould be especially cloquent. If there are congregations which need the good 
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offices of the preacher more than others it is the smaller congregations of the : 


provinces. We should be sorry to be thought to insinuate that the members of 
such congregations are less religious or moral than their metropolitan brethren. 
Such a notion is far from our thoughts. What we mean is that there is less of 
that spirituality in their religious ideas which, after all, constitutes the essence 
of religion, than is possessed by congregations who have preachers to instruct 
them in the éruths, as distinguished from the practices, of J udaism. We readily 
admit that those of our brethren who inhabit the smaller provincial towns are 
most scrupulous in their adherence to Judaism in its ceremonial side. But 
we should like them to understand that there are lessons of priceless worth 
enshrined in every one of the observances which they carry out so zealously. 
Nor can it be denied that they exhibit a tendency to exaggerate differences into 
dissensions, and to appeal to external aid in settling them, which is not 
noticeable in larger congregations. It is because we bear these things in 
mind that we think that they especiaily need the ministrations of the 
preacher. And it is just they who participate Jeast in those ministrations. 
There are some provincial congregations who go on from one year's end to 
another without hearing a sermon. Their only chance of listening to one is to 
foment a quarrel, in order that the minister who is sent down to settle it may 
take the opportunity of delivering a discourse to them on the Sabbath which 
falls during his visit. There are some authorities amongst us, we know, who 
think that to have no pulpit-instruction is for a congregation to enjoy true bliss. 
We cannot coincide with them in this opinion. If old and young are to be 
reminded of their duties—and no one can be too old for such instruction—the 
preacher's aid must be invoked. People will not study moral and religious books, 
as a rule, and be reminded by them of their defects and their responsibilities- 
They have not the time or the inclination. The pulpit exactly supplies our 
requirements in this respect. There are special reasons, as we have shown, 
why it is needed in the minor congregations of the provinces, But to those reasons 
yet another must be added. The religious instruction which is imparted to the 
children belonging to these congregations is not all that could be desired. It is 
inferior in quality or in quantity—often in both. An occasional address from a 
preacher would do something towards: remedying this defect. ‘The stereotyped 
instruction in Hebrew reading and translation would thus be agreeably and 
usefully supplemented by lessons displaying the beauties of Judaism and the 
nobility that lies in the very fact of being a Jew. The principle of noblesse 
oblige would be insisted upon in plain, simple English, and not a little done by 
this means towards imbuing the young with the determination to avoid evil- 
doing, both because it is evil and because it brings shame on the Jewish faith 
and name. For these reasons we again advocate the desirability of initiating a 
system of circuit-preaching. The preachers are ready to our hand in the elder 
students of Jews’ College. The new constitution of the College provides for 
the services of the senior students being utilized in this capacity. We do not 


mean, as a recent correspondent thought, that they might heal the differences of - 


the congregations they visit, but thatthey might prevent differences from breaking 
out by helping to improve the moral and religious tone of their hearers. The 
question of expense is one which, we believe, could be settled without difficulty. 
When it is remembered that not only the congregations visited, but the com- 
munity at large, which is always a gainer by the progress of enlightenment and 


true religious education, would benefit by the innovation, “the ways and means” 
would surely be easily provided. 


AccipENT TO Baron FerpinaAnd Roruscuitp.—On Sunday, Baron 
ferdinand de Rothschild had a severe fall from his hcrse while riding with some 
friends in Cheadington Vields. He was conveyed to Leighton House, in the 
carriage of Mr, Leopold de Rothschild, suffering great pain, and placed under 
medical care. It was discovered that the baron’s left arm was dislocated, and 
that he was otherwise severely shaken. The dislocation was at once reduced, 


and the baron, who passed a comfortable night, is going on well, and was suffi- 
ciently recovered to be removed to his London house.

THE SHECHITA BOARD AND ITS MANAGEMENT, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Srr,— As it will be remembered,some six months back I called the attention 
of the Jewish public, through your columns, to the new arrangements of the 
Shechita Board and its evil results, and, | am sorry to say, my predictions have 
been fully realised. Instead of the supposed improvements that were assured to 
the public at large by the new arrangements, the latter have proved quite 
burden and an inconvenience, for the working of the whole affair of poultry- 
slaying has been entrusted to the hands of the Secretary, who placed a boy in 
the slaughter-vard to issue tickets, who, virtually speaking, had the control of 
the welfare of the whole community in this particular branch, and I need scarcely 
tell you how the public suffered thereby. And worst of all, things have now 
come to such a crisis that the unity of the community is endangered, for the 
Board have actually consented to the opening of an opposition slaughter-yard in 
the very next street of the old killing place, and are trying hard to deprive the old 
as Shochetim of their livelihood, which they have enjoyed for so many years 

y their old exertions, simply because they had the audacity to demand their rights 
which were assured them. And more disgraceful scenes than those that took 
place during the killing for Rosh Hashana were never witnessed before, each 
party trying their hardest to attract the public. The Secretary finding the trade 
supporting the old Shochetim, went round and put pressure on them, and even 
went so far as to use such language against the old Shochetim as might in 
the end result in legal proceedings being taken against the Board. 

I, therefore, think it would be more advisable for the Board to settle matters 
in a peaceful manner to the satisfaction of all concerned, for the time has now 
arrived when people will not be ruled with an iron rod. The bad treatment that 
the poultry Shochetim have lately received from the Shechita Board, or rather 
from some of its members, has not only won for them the sympathy of tie trade, 
but of the public at large; and I am inclined to believe that unless this affair be 
soon amicably settled, it might cause a revolution in the whole affair of Shechita 
not only with the poulterers, but with the butchers also. I, therefore, as a well- 
wisher of the unity of our community and as one interested in the poultry trade, 
do think no time should be lost by the Board in satisfying the aggrieved parties. 
And, in conclusion, I trust you, Mr. Editor, with your able pen, will, for the 
benefit of the community at large, ventilate this all-important subject.

“Audi Alteram Partem” says, “if the Machsor goes, the next thing to 
improve off the face of Judaism will be the second days of our Fomim Towvim.”

"3 2ww Sn oY. God help Judaism if the piyut has to be its protector. He 
seems to think that Judaism and the Machsor are synonymous. I say, if the 
piyutim be not curtailed, they will be the cause of our rising generation rejecting 
the second days Yom Tov. They will say—and not without reason—enough one 
day uttering an “ untranslatable farrago of nonsense.” Does your correspondent 
mean toaccuse those who agitate for the revision of the Ritual, that they would 
not care for the second day Yom Tov being abolished? I have only a right to 
speak on my own behalf, and I tell your correspondent that I well know the 
difference between a Yom Tov instituted by the Sanhedrin, and the piyut, given 
to us Giod knows by whom.

On this enbject “ Nollas ” writes to us in answer to “ Nemo” a letter, from 
which we make the following extracts :— 


There are mistakes in the piyutim, blunders, anachronisms, false metres, 
strange language, and sometimes inelogant diction, but as literary compositions 
there is not the least need to banish them from the company of the Psalms and 
Shemonah Exrai. Besides, see what would be ostracised—Adon Ulam, Yigdol, 
L'cho Doudee, and many other delightful poems that are models of religious 
writinge. If there were a party formed for the defence of the piyut, they would 
be very unwilling, perhaps, to accept me as an exponent of their views—and 
rightly, for { still regard it as studies not mastered work—but I must say that 
my knowledge of it is immensely short of my admiration. Profound ideas, 
beautifal and majestic thoughts, dressed up in all the imagery and allegory of 
the East, crowd upon one another; above all, the piyutim are replete with sin- 
cere expressions of the feelings, to which not only “ Alliteration’s artful aid,” 
but all that is to be derived from the poetical artin form and ornament, bas been 
called in. A deep never varying spirit of devotion breathes through the whole. 
It is sheer nonsense to speak of the piyut as “idolatry.” Just examine the case. 

he men who composed these “ makings ” and many of the wen who voluntarily 
(there's tho rub) adopted them into their Ritual, were beings whose life was as 
little of the material as possible, and was alinost wholly devoted to the adoration 
of the Deity and to His service. They, almost literally, lived in the synagogue. 
®, their “ wiser sons,’ hold well and truly Leborare est orare—to labour is to 
pray. But even granting that their devotion to an idea was false, granting that 
sometimes Mp and MN were not mixed in equal proportions—still, they were 
the last mea in “the world likely to indulge in idolatry or to entertain and trans- 
mit thoughts that did not bear the stamp of the most sterling Judaism. I doubt 
whether “Nemo ” knows as much about it—even of “ scientific” Jodaism (that 
Creation of modern times)—as they did. I know in debate it pays to fulminate 
paradoxes. Such taking general statements tell. Just think of the author of 
the ADIN M3; as an idolator. Imagine him or bis fellows doing anything 
ikely to lead to a chance of a Dvm DN. For the futare we will decide, 
please, that the piyutim are not idolatrous, not de-Judaizing. They may con- 
tain erroneous doctrines, and possibly bad metaphysics, nor is their physiology 
and natural science always irreproachable ; but then, we are all to a certain 
extent, like poor Mr. D.ck. None of us can entirely keep his King Charles's 
head out of his precious documents. Hermmed in on all sides by mediwval 
philosophy and thinking, and completely under that and other eqnally powe: ful 
influences, it would have been wonderful if the authors had not imported some 
of the thought uppermost in their minds into their writings and if their works 


had not been tinged by the error that then obscured the sun’s light. Even 
“ Nemo” shows signs of idiosyncrasy. Sap at the worst, we perpetuate a 
physiological or pay chological error. We know it is an error which, by that 
very fact, loses its power for ever. But to compensate that, we know that we are 
honouring our God in the language sanctified by good earnest men—in itself an 
element of piety and devotion. Ifa rabbi has wrongly stated the number of 
bones in the human body, then the Hebrew numerals still remain to us and can 
be supplied in the proper place. In each and every case I maintain that we 
know that we are expressing sentiments worthy of honour, and that we are fal- 
filling the purpose of prayer—the praise of God—by devout acquiescence therein. 
But the Hebrew is difficult. So much greater the reward of our zealous philolo- 
gists when they understand it. The allusions are obscure. So much more 
meritorious the zeal that disinters them from their grave of words. As to the 
argument about “ Paradise Lost,” I do say that if any of Milton’s admiring 
countrymen, struck by the dreadful majesty of that sublime epic, and feelin 
that they were edified and elevated by reading the terrible story of Pride an 
Arrogance—mystic though it be—had of their own accord incorporated portions 
in their common prayer-book, and succeeding and more ignorant generations had 
forgotten the language of the work, its origin, history and aim—this would not 
be sufficient reason to displace it from its high office in the service of man’s 
higher wants. This, Sir, 1 conceive to be a true parallel between the piyutim 
and the case cited by your correspondent who, as Pope said of Swift, “ charms 
us by his spleen.” 

_ And now, Sir, having just marked out the outlines of the defence of the 
Ritual, whole and intact, [ think that I can indicate a more insidious danger 
lurking in the attempts of the “ Nominites.” It is that of yielding, primoimpetu, 
to the waves of change and reform that, agitated by the feverish breadth of 
modern society, are now passing over our community. Take London for 
example. What has innovation and consequent secession done for our brethren 
from a religious, a moral or a social point of view—here in this city where every 
movement can attain the highest development that its internal constitution per- 
mits, uncramped by the fetters of barbarism and warmed in the sunshine of 
civilization? My remarks upon this matter will not appear disconnected when I 
say that I regard with extreme pleasure the discreet attitude and silence adopted 
by the Rabbinate towards this question. I know very well that one may be a 
very observant Jew, a patriotic citizen and an exemplary man in all the relations 
of life without ever having read a piyut. “ He prayeth best who loveth best.”’ 
Bat when no practical good is to be obtained by the application of a “ bag and 
baggage ” policy to a gigantic system of public worship—of which the very 
errors are consecrated—but where possibly much harm may ensue, tlien it seems 
to me that our opponents have not made their case strong enough to persuade 
those “ who are of the same opinion still.” Ia short, many lke te say the 


‘piyutim (even * Nemo” cannot analyse one’s likes and dislikes). These are the 


few that know anything about them. ‘lhoge who do not like them, need not say 
them. When they are publicly recited in synagogue (or “ gabbled over” or 
ignored altogether) let these virtuously indignant abstainers find out some new 
and interesting subject of chat if they have exhausted the old ones. They aro 
not too indifferent for that. But so long as the piyutim are not officially 
declared heretical, and swept away, no Reader should be allowed to say them 
(for himself and his flock) unless he is certified to understand them. The reverse 
is downright nonsense. ‘The limits of the requirements of popular knowledge we 
cannot attempt to control ; but in our ecclesiastics we look for men whose 
enlightenment is above the abeurdity of singing out words and sentences as un- 
intelligible to them as to their congregations. 


PRAYER BY SYMBOLS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,— We were once a poetic race. Our habits were poems, Our ceremonies 
were poems. Our whole life was a poem. Like ‘the Red Indians, we could 
express nothing except in allegory, metaphor, or other poetic expedient. All 
this was good and beautiful when men’s minds were naturally poetic. But, the 
older the world has become the more prosaic has it grown, and “poetical” is the 
attribute of only afew. Jews are as practical now, in their ideas, as before they 
were sublime and unworldly. If they have to practise a custom now, which 
was once the outcome of a poetic thought, they can discern no poetry in it. 
They obey the Custom becanse it is a custom. It produces in their minds 
amusement rather than reverence. They hear the Shophar blown. The thoughts 
it calls up ia their minds are no higher than those which a “Vaterland” fiute- 

layer about the streets suggests They listen only to criticize the blower and 
his blowing. If the ppin stumble over a sound, a titter passes round. When 
the Lulab is carrie’, they remark only smell, colour and size. Various specula- 
tions proceed as to whose Lulab cost the most, whose is the tallest, whose citron 
is the prettiest, and so forth. : 

This month, Sir, is remarkable for the number of symbols by which our 
prayers are accompanied. Those who know anything of Hebrew, understand 
well the object of these signs. They will discover nothing but tbe beautiful, 


nothing but the poetical in them. But, do they conceal from themselves how: 


the majority of Jews contemplate them ; what effect these symbols have upon 
them? Is there anyone foolish enough to think that they have any tendency to 
produce extra devotion and reverence? It is doubtful whether, originally, the 
rude savage ever thought his idol more than a symbol through which he 
worshipped an unseen God, and, in this respect, his idolatry was no more an evil 
than blowing the Shophar, carrying the Lulab, or shaking the willow-leaves on 
Hoshana Rabah. Bot, the evil came afterwards. The idea of an unseen God 
was lost. The savage worshipped his idol, and thought it, indeed, his God, _ 
Martin Luther waged his battle against Popery mainly on account of its 
symbols. He had to prove to the world that the Pope's absolutions from sin 
were mere “sheepskin and ink,” that they posseesed no power in them to pardon 
men for their sins. He bad to bring the world to realities. I would that Jews 
would also come to realities. “What! would you have us give up our ‘ time- 
honoured’ customs—those customs which we have practised for centuries ?” 
‘God forbid!’ I say. I would not beso bold, \\ hen I see such wordy debate 
being carried on as to whether a few senseless piyutim are “To be, or not to be,” 
when I see such men as “Andi Altcram Partew” start up, with zeal red-hot, 
crying “Aux armes! aux armes !’ as if the whole Jewish community were 
threatened with extermination, I behold sufficient to warn me that the Jewish 
mind is not yet ripe for reform of even the smallest kind. It is useless fighting 
the post. I might hit, but I should bruise my own hands, only. Why, Sir, if I 
were now to move that we do henceforth cease to “hop” in the Kedusha, I 
should have all conservative Judaism screeching in my ears, ‘ Heretic! traitor!” 
No, no! “Audi Alteram Partem” need not fear. I shall not move for the 
abolition of any of our syrabols. Keep them by al] means. But, practise them 
properly ; understand them. Let them, indeed, call up those reflections they 
are intended to. When you hear the Shophar blown, do not mark mere sound 
only. When you see the //azanim waving the Lulab, do not think he is giving 
the congregation a leesop in shooting. When you shake the willows, do not 
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imagine that he who beats the hardest, that he who strews the floor of the syna- 
oa with the largest number of leaves, will have pardon for his sine more 
surely granted. Why, Sir, if each leaf we detach is, indeed, one sin the lees, 
our small bundles would be far from adequate. We should require whole trees— 
to be worked by steam-power, perhaps. 

It shoald be remembered that these ceremonies are symbols, and symbols 
only ; that they do not form a necessary nor the best means of obtaining 
forgiveness. Repentance, sincere, deep from the heart, with or without symbols, 
this is the means, and the only means of procuring God's pardon. I do not 
mean that repentance which piously closes its shops on the two days of Rosh 
Hashana, and “ re-opens on the Sabbath.” That is repentance of an altogether 
different kind—quite peculiar to these modern days, I assare you, Sir. 

However, I think I have said sufficient. I could wish to see a change in 
the coming holidays, but I fear the hope is vain. The day, indeed, will be a 
happy one for Judaism, when it is understood that it is not he who “ gabbles 
(excuse the expression) the most prayers, not he who fasts the greatest number 
of times during the year, net he who “hops” the highest in the Kedusha, not he 
who beats his breast the hardest, but rather he who says and does little with the 
greatest sincerity and devotion, who finds most favour in the eyes of God. 

With many apologies to those whose conservative feelings I may unwittingly

THE SEPHARDIC CONGREGATION OF LONDON.

Chronicle of September 19th the following lines are to be found : “ The propo- 
sition to invite the Rev. Joseph Elmaleh of Mogador to fill the position of the 
late lamented Dr. Artom was wisely rejected by the Mahamad of the Sephardic 
Congregation. The Rev. A. P. Mendes has been elected Lecturer of the Con- 
gregation.” As no doubt your intention in allu’ing to the above was to give a 
truthful record of past events, I deem it right to point out to you that the above 
statements are not entirely accurate. 7 

No proposition was ever brought forward to invite the Rev. Joseph E]maleh 
to fill the position of the late lamented Dr. Artom. The Mahamad did recommend 
the Chamber of Elders to invite the Joseph Elmaleh to fiil the pest of Honorary 
Dayan to the Congregation, which proposition was ultimately withdrawn by the 
Mahamad when they found that such a proposal was not in unison with the 
wishes of some members of the Congregation. No election of Lecturer of the 
Congregation has taken place, but, acting on a resolution of the Chamber of 
Elders, the gentlemen of the Mahamad have been successful in obtaining the 
services of the Rev. A. P. Mendes to deliver sermnons periodically in the City and 
West End Synagogues of the above Congregation during the year 5640 (the first 
sermon was delivered on Saturday last at the express desire of Mr. Mendes in 
both synagogues, and on each occasion gave general satisfaction), 

As representatives of the Press are not admitted to report the proceedings 
of-meetings held in the above Congregation, I can well understand how these 
inaccuracies have occurred, as you must be dependent for your information 
either on hearsay or on that supplied to you by those who report from their own 
view of the case. 

With due submission, might I suggest to you; Sir, that in future should

THE NUMBERS IN THE BIBLE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


§1r,—There are three passages in the Hebrew Bible which seem to make it 
per that the numbers were originally written by means of numeral letters. 
wo of these I consider faulty passages which, if they are to be corrected con- 
jectarally, can be best corrected on the supposition that they had originally 
numeral letters rather than the numbers written by words at length. 

In I. Sam. xiii. 1., where the English Authorised Version is badly translated 
the Hebrew has, “ Saul was aged xxx years when he began to reign.” Now in 
such a case we naturally indulge ourselves in conjecturing what letter or letters 
may. have been dropt by a careless scribe. In Hebrew it stands thus, “ Saul was 
M2” xxx j2 when he began to reign ;’’ and here the letter most likely to have been 
dropt in carelessness is 3, the last letter in the foregoing word. If 80, Saul was 
fifty years old ; and this is not an improbable age, for his reign was but short 
and his younger scn who succeeded him on his death was then forty years old. 

A second passage is Il. Sam. xv. 7, where we read, “ after forty years Absa- 
Jou said to the king.” Here the sense requires us to reject this great length of 
time. If we conjecture that the numeral letter 5 (forty), was here written 
before the words at length were introduced, we shall see how easily 5 nw (forty 
years) may got written in mistake for the original oynow (two years), which is a 
more probable length of time. 

_ There is a third passage which needs no correction, but admits a conjecture 
which is 80 far reasonable as to support our opinion that numeral letters were 
Sy et pe used, Let us suppose that Gen. xiv.

JOTTINGS FROM ABROAD. 


— 


SwepeNn.—There lately died at Stockholm Frau A. Rubensohn, an esteemeg 
member of the Jewish community in the capital of Sweden. Of her seven sons, ong 
is a Professor of Meteorology, another is Intendant of Police, and a third is a member 
of the Lower House, and at present the only Jew in the Swedish Parliament, 


Beicicum.—M. Bauer, Consul-General for Austria and member of the Centra] 
Consistory of Belgium, who has just received the decoration of the Order of Leopold, 
has been raised by the Emperor of Austria to the hereditary nobility of the Austrian 
Empire with the title of Chevalier. 


HoLLAND.—Mr. M. H. Godefroi, the eminent jurist and ex-Minister of Justice, 
was last week presented by a number of his constituents at Amsterdam with medals 
in gold, silver and bronze, in commemoration of his having represented that cit 
during thirty years in the Second Chamber, At the same time an album, in blue 
velvet and silver cover, was handed to Mr. Godefroi, containing the signatures of 
those who had contributed towards the medals, 


Prestu.—At a meeting which was recently held of the Education Committee of 
the “Jewish Religious Community” at Pesth, strong complaints were made of the 
difficulties which are placed in the way of Jewish youths, who, having finished their 
education at the primary schools, are desirous of entering the middle schools. After 
an animated discussion, it was resolved to make representations on the subject to the 
Minister of Public Instruction, requesting him to cause the difficulties complained of 
to be removed. 

FRANCE.—Two handsome synagogues have recently been consecrated, the one at 


‘Dijon, the other at Rheims. At both ceremonies, the highest civil and military 


authorities, as well as Senators and Deputies, were conspicuous by their presence —In 
the list of the versonnel of the Paris Academy of Music are the names of several 
Jewish artists of both sexes. Amongst the ladies are Mdlles. Rosine Bloch and 
Heilbronn, both of whom appeared in London during the last season of the Royal 
Italian Opera. 


Rvussta.—Dr. Israel Sabludowski, of St. Petersburg, who distinguished himself 
during the Russo-Turkish War by his attention to the Russian wounded, has received 
a photograph of the Emperor as a mark of his Majesty's appreciation of his patriotic 
services. The Emperor at the same time conferred on the doctor.the Orders of St, 
Stanislaus and St. Anna.—lIn. the little town of Seim (government of Kowno). a Jew 
refused to pay the losses which he had incurred in a game of cards with a Christian 
neighbour. This so enraged the winner that, when the wife of the Jew interfered, 
he took up a large block of wood and dealt her so severe a blow on the head that she 
died within half an hour. The murderer has been taken into custody. 


TripoLt,—The Report of the Alliance Israelite mentions several outrages which 
have recently been committed in various parts of Tripoli (Barbary) and of which we 
have already given an account. * The Jewish population of the province (which is 
under the direct government of the Porte) numbers about 9,000, of whom 6,00 reside 
in the city of Tripoli. The Jewish community there possesses ten large synagogues, 
and six Midrashim, and it supports two Talmud Thora Schools, one for the rich, the 
other for the poor, which leave a great deal to be desired both from a sanitary and 
an educational point of view. No secular instruction is given in either institution. 
Intermediaries between the Arabs trading with the Sondan, the Jews in Tripoli have 
in their hands nearly the whole of the traffic with Europe. A large number of them 
are, however, engaged in various handicrafts. 


SmyRna.—The distribution of prizes to the pupils of the three Alliance schools 
in Smyrna took place on the 3rd of September. Amongst the large number of persons 
who attended the ceremony were several members of the Consular body, the Roman 
Catholic Archbishop of Smyrna, the Representative of the Governor-General of the 
province, the Grand Rabbi, and other notabilities of the Jewish, Turkish and Greek 
communities. It is interesting to mention, as evidence of the excellent education 
given at these schools, that the programme of the /¢te included vocal and instrumental 
music, and recitations in Hebrew, French, English, Turkish, Spanish and Greek, by 
several of the pupils of both sexes. In addition, the boys in the highest class 
performed a French comedy in three acts. The eminent personages present were 
greatly impressed with the ceremony, as well as with the arrangements of the school- 
building, in one of the rooms of which were exhibited various articles manufactured 
by the pupils of the Industrial School. The journals of the province warmly eulogise 
the schools and state that the ceremony has produced the best effect on the mixed 
population of Smyrna, as it will tend to raise the prestige of the Jews in the eyes of 
their fellow-townsmen of other creeds. 

GrERMANY.—During the course of demolition of the old stone-gate at Strasburg, 
the workmen found close to the foundation a fragment of a Jewish tombstone. 1 he 
inscription, though extremely old, was perfectly legible. The following words were 
easily deciphered: Naw Pp’ The Hebrew date corresponds 
with the year 1544. How and when the stone came where it was found is not known.— 
The synagogue at Niederwdllstadt, in Upper Hesse, was recently broken into, and 
property to the value of 2.000 marks was carried off. This is the fourth case of 
sacrilege within a very short time that has taken place in this town, without any 
clue having been obtained of the burglers—Our German contemporaries only now 
give detailed accounts of the celebration of the 150th anniversary of the birth of 
Moses Mendelssohn which took place on Sunday, the 30th August, though in the 
majority of instances the celebration did not take place till the following Sabbath. 
In nearly every important German Jewish congregation special services were held, 
in some towns banquets were given in honour of the event, and at Berlin a marble 
bust of Mendelssohn was unveiled, on which was inscribed the well-known saying : 
DO ND AWD TY Jewish community at Hanau having no religious 
school of its own, applied to the Town Council to grant them the use of some rooms 
in the municipal schools, in which religious instruction might be given to Jew)! 
children on weekdays and Sundays. The Town Counail at once acceded to the appli- 
cation, but a superior local body, by 10 votes to 7, vetoed the decision of the Tow? 
Council, on the ground that the imparting of Jewish instruction in the school on 
Sunday would be a desecration of the Christian Sabbath. This intolerance is the 
more remarkable since the evangelical pastor, Dr. Heuser, who is a member of the 
Superior Council, voted with the minority in favour of granting the use of the school- 
rooms to the Jewish community.—At the recent election for the German Parliament 
which took place at Dantzig, Herr Hirsch, a coreligionist and National Liberal, w™ 
elected by an overwhelming majority over his Conservative opponent. The Emperor 
has conferred on Herr Hirsch the title of Commercial Councillor,

“NEMO” ON THE REVISION OF THE RITUAL. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

€in,--The ritual handed down to us in the oyclus known as the Machsor is 
as divergent and as heteregeneoue in its characteristics as is the confluent of many 
waters holding in solution the nature of the varied strata through which they 
have percolated. Pure at the source, the ever-increasing streams naturally 

e of the several elements absorbed in their passage through time, some 
ao vg result of accident and others incorporated to correct ascertained 
urities, 

In an ephemeral sketch such as the present papers addressed to your general 
readers it would be out of place to lay down a hard and fast line, to give chrono- 
logical data for the growth and development of that bulky eongeries of compo- 
sitions which supplement our common prayers found seattered in the volaminous 
folios of the Talmud and systematized by the patristic writings of the Geonim. 
Israel's prayers, recognised by Rab Amram, Rashi, the Tosafisten, the Rosh, the 
Tar, the Orchath Chayim, the Manhig, Beth Joseph, and, in general, by the 
Responsa Prudeutuin—" answers of the iearned in the law” of the middle ages, 
all more or less are of acomposite character. The Hilchath Tefilla of Maimonides 
graphically outlines what may be termed our common prayers, as known and 
adopted by the nation at large, and these given in extenso would but forma 
convenient vade mecum, that a child might carry without fatigac. 

Prayer, the natural outcome of the human heart, must always have enriched 
our national literature, although it mast be admitted that as regarded public 
service, prayer was subsidiary to, although coincident with, sacrifice. The 

triarchal and prophetic times allude to prayer as exigent. Yet it cannot be 
denied, that exeept by an inferrential modus, viz., 05339555 y73y>), and “ yo 
shall serve Him with all your hearts”—these words implying prayer—there is 
no direct command that prayer was to form part of public worship in the olden 
time. And with the cessation of sacrifice public worship under ritualistic form 
was avowedly based, according to the Talmad, to substitate such omission. 


That prayer took its legilimate place in recognised groups during the’ 


temple service is manifest from the fact that history records that not only 
beyond Jerusalem were synagogues established, but even in the Holy City 
itself no less than four hundred and eighty meeting-houses for prayer 
were reared within the shadows of the temple itself. These “ meeting- 
houses” embraced, farther, the etudy and rehearsal of the Law—the Pen- 
tateuch and the Prophets. Judging by analogy, the order of service then 
extant was similar to that at a Quaker’s meeting-house. There was no paid 
clergy in the sense in which we now understand the term; bua! the nucleus of a 
cougregation was alwavs on the spot in the shape of p23 Mwy—ten men who 
devoted themselves entirely to the religious wants of the district, to eneure at 
ail times a public service. Each meeting house was presided over by a recog- 
nised overseer and coadjutors, one to regulate the order of service, one to preside 
at the readiog of the law, and to sanction the methurgauion, or translator of the 
Bible into the vernacular, avd likewise a special officer, termed “achazanor beadle,” 
to see that the children were provided with books, and to insist on decorous 
bebaviour in general, and to attend to the lighting and cleaning of the meeting- 
house. Although there was no paid clergy, certain men seem to have. been 
specially proficient in the then existent formule. It was with no sense of shame 
that the most eminent Rabbins’ declined to officiate both in reading the prayers 
and the law, on the plea that they were not competent to do so without due 
preparation. Tike class of men most au fait were certainly from earliest times 
men In no way respected for their general abilities, and as soon as the service 
was latoved and rhapsodized—which seems early to have been the case, the 
words of Solomon became a proverb continually quoted, Nw 
the reproof of the preacher is better by far than the eing-song of the poetaster, 
Umnia mutantur—I wish I could add nos ¢f mutamur in illis, The few prayers 
that were said, aod the order of selection of Scriptural texts were modified, and 
quite a8 a matter of courec, to suit neological views, generally to correct them. 
The dualisin of Persia, the Mazdean heresy was met advisably by the mutation of 
one word only in a Scriptural quotation. The prophet declares thé Supreme to 
be the sole and ouly God—the former of light and creator of darkness ; the 
harmonizer of nature and the originator of what man terms evil—the latter word 
18 simply changed in the prayer book from 3m to 95m “ the all of nature,’ so as to 
avoid the recognition of evil asa distinct creation. The “ton words’’—the decalo- 
gue was ubhesitatingly omitted to meet the so-called heresy of Saduceeism which 
arbitrarily confined itself to the ipsissma verba of the Scriptures. The slanderers 
mentioned in the ANY, the spies who traitorously betrayed the national party 
—D'Y7D?—to their Roman masters were publicly denounced, and this 
seciion of the blessings, born in troublous times aud known as the O°). D343, 


was soon forgotten, even by its author, Ooe may say that the form and the 


time and the language of prayer all knew continual change. ‘he form inevitably 
grew with the occasion. The service even of the holiest days was limited to a 
few psalms and a few verses of Scripture and expositions df the genius of 
Judaism. Lectures were given sometimes conveying legal disquisitions of a 
grave character, in the shape of Halacha, at other times in agadistic phraseology, 
clothing, by a well understood cryptology, some political information, or conveying 
In poetic garb some moral maxim to minds unsuited to graver expositions. And 
in regard to time, ceremonies belonging to the early service and originally dis- 
placed by accident were continually shifted to supplementary parts of the service 
to suit late comers, and late-comera were the rule and not the exception. Cere- 
monies such as IEW Nyon, which belonged to MN, were postponed again aud 
again. The service was thus continually prolonged from this same cause. Some 
give to additions and consequent prolongations an historical reason, but non- 
attendance at the earlier service is the trae cause, and the effort to meet and 
disguise the fact has increased beyond all dimension the original scope of the 
Service. Means were continually invented—from one excuse and avother— 
to give Opportunity to irregular attendants to read the }393 and hear the 
yOv and the AZyI? in public. And without doubt some of the causes 
alleged, mere trivial excuses, must be referred to the want of punctuality 
mM the attendance of worshippers even in the earliest times. And as to the 
anguage of prayer, although it was as imperative then as now, if not 
more so, that the national tongue should be religiously maintained, the rabbins 
of the olden time found it necessary to admit the principle of pow 
“pray in the language you best understand. And to take away every possible 
excuse for neglect of or undevout worship, workmen, artizaus and servants were 
regarded as fulfilling the duty of daily orisons if they said the pow twice daily. 

he dictum which knew no variation was “better a little with, than much with- 
out, devotion.” The words of Solomon weré quoted again and again : “ Be not 
rash with thy mouth and let not thine heart be hasty to utter anything before God, 
for God is in heaven and thou upon earth: therefore let thy words be few.” And 
although like Rabbi Johanan, ove might say OV DIN O, that 
man would live a life of prayer, that, says the Talmud, may be all very well for 
Private devotion, but in regard to public service every precaution must be taken 
to render the service short and simple, and to the purpose, The Pentateuch 
itself was read in a cycle of three years, and not as now to weary the listeners, 
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There was no break permitted in the service for interpolations—and 
if arbitrary measures were adopted as to time, the reason is given, Dix Pn? 
MMA f19—it was to keep men withia due bounds. I think, all things considered, 
the system was sufficiently elastic, on the one hand, to meet public exigencies, 
and drastic enough, on the other, to ensure something like regularity. I think 
too, most humbly, but with unquestioning faith, if the question under this head 
had been submitted, which ie more in conformity with religious discipline, to be 
what is termed MNP por overstep the timeof reading the yow—or, 
on the other hand, yo” NXP Ij1y—utterly neglecting to read it at all—the deci- 
sion would have been, I firmly believe, better that rel read the yow in syna- 
gogue and bring their children with them at a later hour, than to live themselves 
wholly indifferent to this public avowal of their creed and blind to the conse- 
queaces of the total neglect of the real service of the day. Pardon this discur- 
sion, Itisaslip. I shall mend in time. 


And as to the style of prayer, the appro ess of the language in our more 
ancient prayers is self-evident. It breathed in our earlier forms the largest sym- 
pathy with all that was grand and holy and beautiful. How sublime the 
old portions of the ny, especially for the solemn days now passing 
before us! How pathetic the appeals for forgivences! How simple 
yet how divine, the TM Wnoy of AMY?! How humbly contrite, yet preserving 
withal the dignity of our manhood, is the prayer M7730 ANK! ow exquisite 
some of those shorter prayers in the initial section of the Talmud M373! How 
expressive the two clanses of Rabbi Akibah in the 13390 1°3Seé! When others 
tired heaven with words, be instituted the simple form, “ Father, we have sinned. 
Father, thou alone art our King.” The Talmud specially commends this simple 
form to oyr notice. How glorious the dictam of the Talmud that the man who 
says his conféssion aloud is regarded as a brozen-faced sinner, and that in the 
obeisance of our fathers in the Temple on the holy day of atonement, a miracle 
is recorded to have taken place, i.¢, that no man was sufliciently near—although 
the Temple courts were crowded—to hear the confession of his fellow-worshipper. 
And now, alas! every possible form of crime is beliowed out as if it was some- 
thing to be proud of, and with a sing-song as if the whole affair was an amusing 
re ital—and this is regarded as orthodoxy. God save us, why do we deceive 
ourselves with words and let them take our reason captive? | 


And in the past, our traly wise men—and their opinions have created 


Judaism—declared that it was an insult to our Maker to address Him in byper- 


bole. The nameless one, eo derisively styled ia the Talmud Berachot, who read 
332537) prin “ The great, mighty, tremendous, majestic, powerful, quint- 
essence of truth, venerated, strong and honoured God.” The Rabbi impatiently 
awaited the conclusion and said: “Have you no more epithets to apply ?” 
Unless Moses had said si37) 79237 S134, we should not Lave dared so to qaalify 
the Supreme, and even now we alone are permitted to recite the formula because 
we have the authority of the men of the great assembly, and you dare venture to 
circumscribe and insult the omnipotent by such meretricious attributions. And now, 
how stands it with us ? What has our synagogue become ? What the tediousness 
of its service? What its arbitrary character? What the complexion of the 
so-called prayers we say with our lips—if at all; the glowing ilatteries we 
biasphemously apply to the God of the spirite of all flesh? The perfuactory way 
in which we rash through the sublimest prayers simply to enablé us to doamonth's 
work—which the careful and devout reading of the traly penitential prayers 
of the Day of Atonement would require—in a few hours. How all this has grown 
up I will show anon, and further point out how unreasonable and unmeaning 1s 
the cry 12°93 12"M)IN 3730, “ the custom of our fathers must be retained. Yes, 
this is true, bat at what point in our history is that custom to be calculated? If 
it be wrong to change t’m>DNysaow yanD, “the impress of our prayer-book,” 
when did that wrong commence ? Under wbat authority? By whom continued ? 
3y which authority shall we abide, by the greater or the leas? 


If it be an argumentum ed honimem, which I hold it to be, to quote when 
it snits the purpose of those who assume wrongfully powers foreign to their 
functions the magic words "\DF X2—ye sball not depart from what they, the old 
Rabbins, assert to be legality—I ask why have they, our obstructionists, departed 
therefrom and given to our children new and unnecessary burdens, and 
would ask them to retain a ritual that violates in every respect not only the 
Talmud, but the very genius of our glorious religion? 1 agree with all my 
heart with much that is suggested by. your correspondent *.B." Teach our 
children Judaism by all means. Kemove the ignorance that keeps them fanatics 
and worshippers of lip-service. But, “ B.” must not forget that as things at 
present stand with us the Machsor is the Bible of large numbers—not that they 
understand it, if they did they would willingly strive to get rid of its 
excrescences ; but to them it is their role of faith. They simply worship it 
because it is associated, I admit, with a very powerful tic, “ their fathers said 
it before them.” One can respect the feeling. Terach, however, worshipped 
idols, Abraham broke away from influences that were in opposition to his 
budding faith. This must be taught and proved. Once worship the past 
because it is the past, and there is no hope for the future. 

I do not suggest violent changes to be made without giving reasons for the 
changes advocated. There is, however, as far as I have yet seen, no attempt to 
reason on the propriety of much which the Machsor contains, except that it has 
been said for many, many years and it is, therefore, cherished as sacred. I could 
understand this quite well if its retention had any Scriptural warranty, but I shall 
show its introduction was origivally againet the law. And even if it had been 
logally admitted, biblical institutions themselves were in the past continually 
modified to suit the spirit of the times. Flecti non frangi was the principle of 
action of the school of Hillel, and hence Judaism exists as an outcome of their 
wisdom. Fixity in matters naturally progressive is a fatal mistake. I agree, 
however, with “ B.” in so far that what may suit one synagogue and one et 
of men may be totally unsuited to another. Thereis an old proverb, “ all things 
are not equally fit for all men.” Education and habit and circumstances, some 
purely local, have much to do with matters abstractedly ritualistic, What 
may do for the Central and St. Petersburgh Piace Synagogues may at present 
be unsavoury for the Great Synagogue—so much the worse, it may be said, 
for the Great Synagogue—bat stil) the members may require a ittle more 
enlightenment on this special subject. Yet, I am sure its members wil! forgive 
me if I say I prefer Maimonides to their loud champions of orthodoxy—as I 
believe he was quite as wise as their wisest, and quite as orthodox as their 
noisiest—though, perhaps, not quite so fond of Min and what is termed 6 fine 
reading.” Still, I think the authorities initiating the movement made a mistake 
in inviting the City synagogues, Let them alone for the present. They like 
long prayers and strong prayers. They will come round by and bye. Oaly give 
them time to reflect. Give them, however, undue importance, force them into 


opposition, and deprive them all at once of 0305 3°S', and they will impeach 
those who think differently from themselves as enemies to the conservancy of

THE DAY OF ATONEMENT. 


— 


To the professors of the three great creeds of the world there comes, thongh 
at various times and with different associations, a season of humiliation—a 
season during which the thoughts of the devout are turned less than usual 
towards the pleasures, and more towards the daties and the solemnity of Life, 
during which the attractions of earth pale for awhile beside the incomparable 
glory of Heaven. But Judaism alone crowns the period of self-abasement 
and holy aspiration with a Day whose rites are to bring each heart, lowly 
and chastened, to the Atmicury’s footstool, and whose message is to lift it in 
reconciliation to His arms. Judaism, falsely charged as it sometimes is, 
with a want of spirituality, alone has its Day of Atonement, on which the 
sense of guilt, the sorrow and the shame that the New Moon of Tishri 
ushered in, culminate in a people's self-surrender to its yearning for pardon 
and to the task of winning the precious boon, To-morrow, to use the 
language of the Ritua!, Israern will be like the angels that minister about 
the ALmienty’s Throne. Withdrawn. from the world, heedless of sensual 
cravings, but enthralled by the absorbing claims of the spirit, each worshipp- 
ing heart will be nearer to its Gop than ever it can be till the supreme 
moment of Death shall have come. [But if man is lifted to Gop, the exalta- 
tion is made the easier by that infinite mercy which brings Gop down to man. 
Not Penitence alone, but Pity, too, is the burden of the Day's message. 
The Day of Judgment with its strict reckoning, its careful balancing of 
merit and guilt, its story of the stern Eye that pierces each heart and lays 
bare its secrets, is past, and a Day of gentler aspect has come. Gop is no 
longer the severe Judge, but the compassionate Father, longing to forgive 
His erring children. He desires not the death of the sinner, but only that he 
should turn from his evil, ways and.live. The heart need but throb with 
contrite emotion, He will still it with His love; the tear of true penitence 
shall scarce dim the eye ere it is dried with the gentle touch of pardon, The 
appeal for repentance which descends from Heaven to earth is no less urgent 
than the ery for mercy which goes up from the worshipping heart to its Gop. 
The soul racked by the torment of sin, shattered by the mighty whirlwind of 
passion, does not yearn more intensely for the rest which reconciliation and 
the renewal of virtue’s sway will bring it than the Auaieury longs to forgive. 
It is not the agony of the transgressor, whether it be the fruit of the 
punishment his iniquity has brought in its train, or the awful unrest of the 
guilty conscience, or the fierce wrestling in prayer of the contrite spirit that 
He desires. These are but the means by which, too often, the end must. be 


attained, and the reign of self-control, the resolve to realize Life’s true - 


purpose, be firmly established within the erring breast. The end is what the 
Gop of Love desires ; and He has given this glorious Day to His children 
80 that it may be compassed. 


And compassed it will be,if the thought of a Compassion whose depths 
are infinite, is not powerless to move the human heart. The Great King 
Whom His subjects have offended is the first to hold out the hand of recon- 
ciliation, Whois there that will not grasp it? What though his transgres- 
sion be great; let not the sinner despair, for the Divine Mercy is greater still 
—it is boundless. What though the gulf be wide that severs him from his 
Maker, so wide that Heaven is utterly beyond the ken of his hopes ; let 
him take courage, for Gon’s Love can span it. For, with unspeakable 
tenderness do the voices of the Day call to him, telling him that though his 
sins be as scarlet they shall be as white as snow if only he strive to cleanse 


himself from trangression, that though he have been driven by hie guilt to 
the very ends ef Heaven, yet will the Divine Hand be stretched forth to 
gather him in, if only he will return to Gop with all his heart and with all 
his soul, 
spoken in vain. For there is no one who sins from a deliberate preference 
for iniquity. Men glide into wrong-doing because to glide into virtue is 
impossible. The performance of duty implies a struggle; to neglect it 
necessitates only inaction. It is the difference between rowing against the 
tide and lazily drifting down with the stream. But the consciousness of 
having done what is right, ihe joyous thought of being pure, the sweet sense 
of being at one with Heaven—this is what we all would gladly possess. In 
telling us that we can gain this blissful inward peace, the Fast of Atone- 
ment breathes tidings that are welcome to us all, At last we can be 
delivered from the spectre of our own unworthiness which so long has 
haunted us; at last the slave of passion is to be freed from the cruel tyrant 
which has so long been his master. Once more we may think of the 
Supreme as a Friend turning towards us with an approving smile, not as 
the angry Gop He has hitherto seemed, whose Face has been hidden from 
our unworthy gaze. Stained as we are with the iniquities of a lifetime, we 
may yet once more be accounted pure in His sight, and all the hatefal Past 
be blotted out as with a thick cloud. Not fear but joy—the deep, unutter- 
able joy of the child that clings about the neck of the mother who has 
forgiven his wilfulness, is the emotion that such a day begets. It has no 
terrors for us; it brings only the happiness which the thought of Heaven's 
never-failing Love awakens in our souls. And rightly is thisso. Though 
we chasten our frames with fasting ; though we pass hour after hour, from 
the grey morning till the fall of night’s shadows, in the House of Prayer; 
thongh we yield ourselves up to the grief which the memory of our dis- 
obedience has aroused within us, yet the thought of the Day’s tranquil end, 
of the peal of the cornet that shall close even as it began, the time of 
humiliation, and declare our. freedom from the thraldom of sin, of the still, 
small voice in our own souls, the echo of a far more glorious Voice, that 
shall whisper at eventide the glad message “ ye are pure "—this thought may 
well fill us with g'’adnéss even amid the pangs of abstinence, the tension of 
long continued supplication, the sorrow of repentance. : 

And yet another thought besides the nearness of pardon may come to 
make the Fast a Day of Bliss. “ Happy Isrartz whom Gop Himself 
parifies from the defilement of sin!” The exclamation of the Sages recalls 
the joyous privilege that is ours of being able to go straightway to our 
Maker in contrition and receive the pardon for which we yearn To-morrow 
we shall need no advocate but our own penitent resolves to plead our cause 
with Heaven, The haman soul will stand before its great Author, and no 
power, save its own,can make His Mercy more sure, or interpose between the 
sorrowing spirit and the blessing it craves, All the magic of the Day is 
wrought by the Divine Compassion and the entreaty of the sinful heart, 
There is no third factor needed to produce the Reconciliation. “I even I 
am He that blotteth out thy transgression for Mine own sake,” is the 
Divine assurance. Well may Israet rejoice in the belief that presents the 
Mercy of his Gop in such a glorious shape, that tells of it as being wide 
enough to reach the transgressor, however afar off his offences may have led 
him. Well may he rejoice that he has a religion which makes Heaven's 
Love as far-reaching as its Power. Well may he rejoice that upon the 
favour of the Supreme alone does it depend whether his prayers are to be 
heard, and that to Him alone need he pour forth his soul, 

However paradoxical, then, it may sound, tke Day is one for Joy— 
tranquil, pious joy. Yet let no one deceive himself with the belief that the 


sources of that joy are inherent in the solemnities of the Day itself,and that, 


however it be employed, the Reconciliation will come at nightfall as surely 
and as naturally as the darkness. The Day has no magic of its own. All 
its spell is lent to it by a Mercy which is never so glorious, but which, too, 
is never so glorious because man has never been so fervent in his supplica- 
tion, so deeply humiliated because of his shortcomings, so sincere in his 
promises of amendment. If the Day is really one of Reconciliation, it is not 
because it is different from the rest of the year, but because we are changed. 
The Divine Forgiveness may glority it, it may be the starting-point of a 
guiltless life; but that can only be because we have deserved to be 
pardoned by reason of earnest contrition, because we have purged our hearts 
of their failings by our determination to improve. Only to those will the 
inner voice whisper, “ ye are pure” who have already purified themselves, 


For all others the Day will be a failure; not one step will it have brought 


them nearer to the goal of their desires. Trae, they have fasted; but the 
disregard of bodily appetites is but the means of giving fuller play to the 
higher yearnings of the spirit. In itself it is no title to forgiveness, It 
helps to lead men to their Gop; it does not relieve them of the necessity of 
going to Him. They may pray, too; but even if prayer be never so heart- 
felt, it can accomplish nothing unless firm resolves to amend go with it. 
The new life we hope for—the life made joyous by the thought that we are 


The heart must be dead, indeed, to which such a message is 
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reconciled to Heaven, can only dawn for us if we have vowed to inaugurate 


for ourselves the new life of Duty. These may seem but commonplace 
truths. Bat is it needless to enforce them? In various forms each Jewish 
preacher will insist upon them to-morrow; for each knows only too well 
that the self-deception against which they warn is all but universal. Year 
by year the great Fast of Atonement comes, and succeeds with its plaintive 
message only in thrilling hearts, not in reforming lives. For most of us it 
js but as the wind that rufiles into waves the waters of a standing pool, only 
to leave it afterwards as stagnant as ever. We have come to persuade ourselves 
that the very Day itself, or its austere rites, or its devotions, can wipe out 
the Heavenly record of our guilt as with a sponge, and, without further 
effort of ours, save us from the consequences of our misdeeds. And s0 the 
same course of self-indulgence, the same forgetfulness of those exalted aims 
for which we have been placed in the world, which this one day has 
interrupted, begins anew when the day is ended. For any lasting improve- 
ment it has effected in our lives, our characters, our ideals, it might just as 
well not have come. | 
Not in vain, then, are these truths preached. Are we wise to pass them 
by unheeded? Shall we do well to let the Day of Atonement come and go 
as before, without Atonement having been effected, with all its great purpose 
unachieved? Once more the Divine Voice will speak to us in the hush of 
the Synagogue, in the silence of our own hearts. To-morrow, nay, this very 
night, the same merciful summons will be repeated which has been addressed 
to us each year since we knew the meaning of sin. It is the call of Gop 
bidding us turn to Him and live. Surely, we shall not disregard that 
summons. It will be heard to-night, but who shall hear ijt again? Who 
can say? For some there will be no other Atonement-Day save that more 
solemn one which dawns on the soul when the Nght of Death is past. Who 
would not go from the world acquitted of sin rather than with a heavy 
burden of guilt which must be expiated through the unknown sorrows of the 
_ Hereafter? Who would not wish to yield up his last breath in the joyous 
belief that it is a loving Father, and not an angry Judge, upon whose Face 
he is about to look, The wish can be secured by all of us if we will only use 
the coming Fast rightly. Then it will prepare us for Death, but not more 
completely than it will fit us for Life. For it is only by throwing aside our 
idols—our selfish pleasures, the aims we pursue by overriding duty—and 
placing Religion on the high pinnacle which hitherto we have reserved for 
the meanest things, that we shall deserve the life with which we have been 
blessed. May the Day’s solemnities help us to write this priceless lesson on 
our hearts! Sarely, then, it will bring us a Joy which no earthly delight, 
however intense, can match, and no grief, however fierce, dispel.

On the circumstantial evidence of 
some neighbours, seven Jews were arrested on suspicion of murdering the girl, 
and though when subsequently the body was discovered uninjured in the water, 
the doctors declared that she had died from suffocation, the Jews were com- 
mitted for trial. Thé case was heard before the Assizes at Kutais, and 
notwithstanding the mass of evidence which had been worked up against the

The Whitehall Review contains the following sympathetic refere ce: “The 
memory of Mr. Leonard Montefiore, of whose death at the early age of twenty-six 
news has lately come from America, deserves something more than a (onventional 
tribute of respect. After a distinguished career at Balliol, Mr. Montefiore threw 
himself with all the ardour of youthful enthusiasm into several schemes for the 
social improvement of the poor of the Hast-End of London, He did not confine his 
endeavours to those of his own faith, but worked among the labouring classes 
generally in the widest spirit of the truest charity. A few months ago I met him in 
the slums of Whitechapel one beautiful afternoon, and, as we each expressed surprise 
at finding one another in such an out-of-the-way spot, I discovered that his particular 
mission on that occasion was to visit some half-dozen families who had applied for 
relief to the Jewish Board of Guardians, and who only wanted a helping hand to get 
them out of the Slough of Despond. No eeif-denial was too great for him, and hs 
was ever ready to find help for a good cause. In the ranks of journalism, too, he 
had already won an honourable place.

M. Boeresco, Minister for Foreign Affairs, retarned to Bucharest on Sanday 
last from his fruitless mission to the European Courts. On Monday, in a secret 
meeting, he communicated to Senators an Deputies the result of the conversa- 
tions he had with the different European diplomatists respecting the question at 
issue. As was expected, M. Boeresco, like his predecessor, met with the same 
categorical refusal to consent to a modification of the Berlin Treaty. Amid a 
deep and solemn silence, he declared that the Powers refuse to accept either 
the project of the Ministry, or the programme as set forth in the Memorandum; 
that they do not admit of the Roumanian interpretation of Article 44, but require 
a prompt and immediate execution of the Article in the spirit and sense as they 
conceive it, and sans arriére pensee. This time, the Minister adds, Kurope 
reqaires of us to give also practical proof of our earnest and loyalty in the 
matter. These statements of M. Boeresco, which leave no doubt as to the 
earnestness of Europe, made a profound and sad impression upon the whole 
assembly. On the 16th inst., the Revision of the 7th Clanse of the Roumanian 
Constitution came for the first time for actual debate in the present Chambers. 
The Report of the Parliamentary Commission was first read. After explaining 
the many phases the Jewish question had passed through, and alluding to the 
different projects of solution debated within the Parliamentary Commission of 
Initiative as well as to the different amendments rejected on the occasion of 
the adoption of the project of the Commission of Initiative, the project aleo 
adopted by the majority of the Committee of Delegates by four votes against 
three of the minority, which brought in a counter project, it approves 
of the adoption of the project of the majority. The project of the 
minority differs from that of the majority, inasmuch as by the firet a 
certain nainber of Jews, recorled on a list, would at once come into poases- 
sion of full civil and politieal rights; it also makes some concession as to 
the acquisition of rural estates. Thirty deputies declare themselves against any 
revision at all. After some preliminary formalities, M. Rossetti, President of 
the Chamber, declares the discussion opened. A general debate on the Jewish 
question then ensues. The Opposition, composed of the Extreme Left, a fraction 
of the Moldavian Liberal-Conservative party, a group fallen off from the 
Rossetti-Bratiano party, makes itself this time formidable by its obstinate 
resistance to all the claims of the Government. M. Blaremberg, ove of the 
famous thirty, of Jewish extraction, and unrivalled in his hatred to Jews, M. 
Conta, the son of a clergyman, M. Majorescu, M. Lahovary, &c., successively 
ascend the tribuue. Instead of confining their speeches to the question at issue, 
the orators indulge in most acrimonious invectives against the Jews, contest the 
right to Europe to interfere with theinternal affairs of Roumania, make the Alliance 
Ieraélite the object of their fiercest attacks, and come to the conclusion that 
not a particle of right should be conceded to Jews. ‘ Rather would I perish by 
fire and sword,’ said M. Blaremberg at the conclusion of his speech, “than. by 
Jewish poison ; I prefer to die while fighting than to be assassinated ; 1 prefer 
to die a Christian than to live a Jew.” (Cheers). M. Conta makes a sketch of 
Jewish history, endeavouring to prove the difference of principles, custems and 
manner of living between Jew and Christian, concluding that never would a Jew 
in reality become a Roumanian. In the face of this new resistance offered to 
the Government, and to the legitimate claims of Europe, the result of the present 
deliberations is easily to be forseen. The Government will either have to retire 
or be compelled to dissolve the Chambers again. The solution of the Jewish 
question will thus be put off to an indefinite length, and tyranny, oppression and 
vexation will continue to exist. pin 


The discussion in the Chamber of Deputies upon the Jewish Question have 
continued during the week, and have been of a very animated nature. The 
Government have been called upon by several deputies to lay before the Chamber 
their project for regulating the future political condition of the Roumanian 
Jews, but the Ministers declined to submit anythiog beyond their original pro- 
gramme of revising.

In a telegram dated Sept. 23, the Bucharest correspondent of the Times 
telegraphed : The Chamber of Deputies voted to-day upon the two motions pe 
since the last adjournment. The first proposed to utterly disregard the Treaty 
Berlin and leave the Jews in statu quo ante bellum, This was rejected by a majority 
of 67 in a total vote of 130 members. The proposition known as the majority project 
was then taken up. This measure contemplated the revision of Article 7 of the 
Roumanian Constitution, but stipulated that the naturalization should be individual 
only, and accorded by a vote of the Chamber. This was voted down by a majority 
of 22 in a total of 128 members. This leaves the field entirely clear for the 
introduction of the Government project, which provides for the immediate 
enfranchisement of 1,200 Israelites, divided into five categories. The discussion 
over, the Government project will probably occupy an interval of ten days before 
the final vote is reached. The indications are strongly in favour of the Government 
obtaining the requisite two-thirds majority in both ches of the Constituante, 


The correspondent, in a telerram dated Wednesday, telegraphed ; “The followin 
is the project submitted by the Government for carrying into effect the clauses 
the Berlin Treaty relating to the Roumanian Principality. Article 7 of the 
Constitution will read hereafter as follows: ‘Article 7.—Difference of religious 
creed or confession does not constitute in Roumania any hindrance to the acquisition 
or exercise of civil _or political rights, First.—Aliens of every religion may obtain 
naturalization by special application and enactment in each case. The same may 
also be obtained by all those who are in Roumania as subjects without being citizens. 
Second.—Those who are not Roumanian citizens cannot hold rural property, except 
vineyards and lots and houses in towns. Existing rights, however, established by 
previons laws or treaties between Roumania and foreign States remain in full force, 
Third.—Restrictions relating to the acquisition of real estate do not apply to the 
Dobrudja. Fourth.—All those who have been born and brought up to their majority 
in Roumania and have never been under foreign protection are freed from the 
ten years’ residence clause required for naturalization as soon as the Chambers 
approve their application for citizenship, Fifth—-Thosee Roumanian subjects, 
without any religious distinction, who have become assimilated to the natives will 
be declared citizens; and their names and qualifications are to be voted by the 
Chambers at the same time with this project. This concession is only to 
be applied to the present time and occasion. Those among them who 
will not apply for their naturalization papers within twelve months from 
the passage of this Act will be debarred from the privilege.’ There is undoubtedly 
some ambiguity in this project, but the situation is a most embarrassi 
one, and it is hoped that the Powers will accept this measure to enable 
the Government to tide over the present crisis and give them time to comply more 
fully with the wishes of the Berlin Congress when the éxisting excitement has 
calmed down and the Roumanian people see that the results of the first step towards 
Jewish enfranchisement are not of a character to discourage further efforts towards 
placing Roumania on a par with the most enlightened States with respect to the 
treatment of religious differences and the civil and political rights of their subjects. 
The Ministerial project has been submitted to the sectional committees of the 
Chamber, and it will probably be under consideration of the sections for several days 
before coming to the Chamber for regular discussion. The final vote will not be 
taken until next week at least.” | 

The 7imes of yesterday contained a leader condemning the project proposed by 
the Roumanian Government for evading full compliance with the conditions of the 
Berlia Treaty. 

In contradiction to a statement made by M. Boeresco in his recent memorandum 
that amongst 763,000 persons liable to contribute towards the expenses of the State, 
there are only 28,000 Jews, and that in Roumania only 3 out of every 100 Jews are 
inscribed as such, whilst the Roumanians number 97 out of every 100, the 
Archives Israelites quotes from a Dorohoi journal, which is notoriously hostile to the 
Jews, the following figures relative to the number of taxpayers in two towns of that 
district : In Dorohoi there are 465 Roumanian taxpayers to 596 Jews, and in Micha- 
leni 127 Roumanians to 499 Jewish taxpayers. 

The Jewish community at Braila possesses a School, which has for a long time 
enjoyed an excellent reputation throughout the country. lt having become necessary 
to enlarge the school, the managers purchased a piece of ground on which to erect 
additional premises. But the authorities, not wishing that the Jews should receive 
a superior education, whilst the Roumanians remain steeped in ignorance, have 
devised an ingenious means for preventing the extension of the school in question, 
by refusing to legalise the deed of purchase of the addicional ground. 


The Alliance Israélite have translated and reprinted in pamphlet form & paper 
which appeared some months ago in an Italian review from the pen of Signor Marco 
Antonio Canini, a philo-Roumanian. The pamphlet is entitled “ La Vérité sur la 
Question Israélite en Roumanie. 

A Freemason, writing from Bucharest, complains in the Berlin Montagsblat that 
the newly-founded “Gross Orient of Roumania” is nothing else than a political 
association. His real compaint is the passionate hatred of members of the Grand 
Orient to-Germans and Jews. He attributes many of the most violent articles 
against Jews and Teutons in the Roumanian Press to the Roumanian Freemasons, 
and he specially singles out the attack on the great jurist, Dr. Bluntscbli, and on the 
Alliance Israéiite in the Rownania Libera, He concludes that “ the Grand Orient of 
Roumania is nothing but a secret political club, which under the cloak of Free- 
masonry expends all its zeal in working up the national feelings of the Roumanians 
to fever heat in order to maintain the agitation against the emancipation of the 
Jews.” The writer declares that the opposition of the Roumanians to the Jewish 
Article of the Treaty is not 80 much of a religious as of an economical nature, and, 
further, that they have a suspicion that wherever the Jew enters, the German is sure 
to follow.—From another source we learn that the Grand Orient has determined to 
exclude Jews from its lodges.

Servia, ha freed herself from alien yoke, smarts under the obligations she is 
subjected oot the Treaty of Berlin, Her internal economy is in her view threatened 
and obstructed by the presence in her midst of such elements as Mussulmans and 
Jews. The recognition of her independence binds her to give these people equal 
rights and liberties with her own subjects, and, compared with the Servian ancestral 
greatness and the large proportion of the Servian race remaining under Imperial 
régime on the other side of the little independent principality’s northern and western 
frontiers, the little that is left to her makes her Government very Conservative. The 
local authorities in the interior of the principality are quick to interpret their duty 
in these circumstances, the expressions of their feelings towaris the Jews and 
Mussulmans declaring itself in the petty arbitrariness of their dealings with the 
properties of the people. In Nish, according to reports reaching the Jewish com- 
munity and the Turkish Legation here, this is exceptionally illustrated by the conduct 
of the prefect, who probably is nevertheless a thorough Serb of the Conservative 
kind, with homely and internal views, specially to the advantage of the ambition of 
the local Servians desirous of possessing themselves of the good fortune belonging to 
the Jews and Mussulmans, who have the ill-luck to possess what is so much coveted, 

Nish being now the interior residence of the Court. no scruple is felt at destroying 
under very questionable pretences the houses of the Turks and Jews with the alleged 
object of making wide and princely streets. The Servians who, as house proprietors, 
find their properties for these modern advantages improved off the face of the earth 
will, no doubt, be compensated, and it now remains to be seen whether the many 

rotests of the Jewish and Mussulman inhabitants will not afford a cause for the 

owers, under reservations as to the internal policy of Servia maintained to them by 
the articles of the Treaty of Berlin, to demand that compensation shall be duly and 
equitably adjudged before the demolition of the buildings so affected. Suspicion is 
also not without its arguments that, when other means of possessing fail, incendiarism 
clears an opening or executes judgment, although certainly the past continued dry 
and burning season may reasonably be alleged as the cause of the late frequent fires. 

BELGRADE, SEpr, 21. 

Early on Saturday morning the English Minister left Belgrade for London, for 
the purpose of consulting with Her Majesty's Government on the questions of the 
principality.. His Excellency has during the past year ingratiated himself with all 
parties here by his generous treatment of the matters he has been called upon to deal 
with ; for, while fostering the good relations between Servia and England. he has 
been protector, under the Treaty of Berlin, of all the unfortunate people in the 
country, whether Jews, Mussulmans, or Albanians. 

The following facts are those with which the Servian Goverment will have to 
deal relative to the Jewish emancipation. as it affects the internal economy of the 
principality, the data having been communicated to me by the secretary of the com- 
munities here. Servia, with a population of 1,750,000 souls, has about 1.000 Jewish 
families, numbering nearly 5,000 persons, half residing in the annexed provinces, 
with Nish as the centre, the other half in Servia proper,.with Belgrade as the capital. 
In the latter town there are 430 families, 400 speaking Spanish, called Spanish Jews, 
and 30 speaking the Servian language. The Spanish families have two synagogues, 
while the Servians have one. Nish and Pirot have also each a synagogue. To these 
synagogues schools are attached. The 1,4) Jewish families of Servia are chiefly 
engaged as merchants, trading principally in cork, leather, wool, jewelry, fancy 
articles and cotton cloths, not more than 15 families being money-changers. The 
united wealth of these families has been estimated under 1,000,000 ducats. about 
£500,000 sterling, the .Jewish credit with Continental agents, chiefly in Vienna, 
being, however, almost unlimited. The wealthiest Jewish family are the Azreaels, of 
Belgrade, exporters of Servian products. Nothing appears thus on the face of these 
details to justify the suspicion that if emancipated they would not be worthy of 
respect and equal right with the common population of the principality. As they 
are not permitted to hold land, the Jews have not become agriculturists, and as their 
present position is by this time a second nature, they are not likely to become so. 


PALESTINE.—The Holy Land Relief Committee in Amsterdam have again sent

THE NEW YEAR. 


The reports which we have as yet received from various congregations in 
and the provinces agree in bearing testimony to the solemn observance of the New 
Year and to the crowded attendances at the synagogues. We append extracts from 
some of the reports which have reached us. 


The services at the City synagogues presented no special feature of interest, 
ordinary Readers officiated, but no sermons were delivered. The venerable om 
Rabbi attended the service at the Great Synagogue on the first evening of the Festival 
only.

LETTER XXXIII., CONCLUDED, 


The study of the New Testament had turned my attention again to 
religion. But, unfortunately, the dropping out of Christianity from my mind 
had also carried away a very large portion of my belief in religion in general. If 
the most civilized, the most cultured, and the most enlightened nations on earth 
could profess a religion bearing on ite surface the impress of so much that is 
false, what religion could be true? Yet my heart longed, as now does yours, for 
something substantial upon which I might lean in the joureey through life, which 
appeared to me now more dreary than ever, since with the hope of a fature exist- 
ence, the prospect of a comfortable present had faded away ; for I must tell 
you with religion had also gone my belief in a personal God, and with that my 
faith in immortality. My life was now all desolation and waste. I lived from 
habit. I worked mechanically, wecause I had been accustomed to work, and 
would have been uncomfortable without work. 1 studied, 1 read eagerly. I 
devoured all kinds of philosophical and psychological works ia the secret hope 
that I might find something that should revive my faith. But this reading only 
served to feed my doubt. Nothing that I read could couvey conviction to my 
mind, Wliat was built up one day was pulled down the next. One philosophical 
system upset the other, one psychological theory was contradicted by the next. 
| was very unhappy, and felt as you do now. Thus passed a few years, 
Meanwhile, my academical career had come to a close. I was to enter on practical 
life. I must look out for some means to obtain alivelibood. I now began in 
reality to feel the obstacles which our religion put in my way and which before 
I had only partly realised in imagination. Whichever way I turned there was 
ahedge. Once more I began to ask myself: What for all this martyrdom? If 
there is no personal god, no hereafter, and no ultimate responsibility, then one 
religion is as good as the other; and if Christianity carries me over the hedge, 
why not make a profession of it? And yet there was the insuperable reluctance 
to profess a falsehood. I was startled at this reluctance. It set me thinking. I 
saw that there must be something in me quite distinct from reason and interest 
which made me act quite contrary to my interest, although I perceived this interest 
clearly enough. 1 soon traced back morality to man’s emotional side and as quite 
distinct from his intellectual nature. I began to observe and examioe myself, 
and I discovered, to my surprise, that for once that I followed reason in my 
action and conduct, I ninety-nine times out of hundred obeyed feelings or other 
motives so obscure that | could only with difficulty grasp them and brin 
them clearly to my consciousness ; and when I succeeded in this operation, i 
generally found that if the spring of action were not pure feeling this formed a 
powerful element, just tempered with a dash of reason. I began to perceive 
and understand the importance of sentiment in practical life. 

Trite as this observation was and simple as the discovery seemed to me, it yet 
formed the turning point in my spiritual life. I began to view my surroundings 
in a new light. | viewed them in the light of full sympathy. I made them 
tender and conciliatory. I could make allowance for hundreds of things which 
once would either bave irritated me or only moved me to ridicule. I began to 
re-consider my past in thisnewradiance. I had dropped the belief in individual 
responsibility, in immortality and a personal God, I had gauged these matters 
by something by which they were incomprehensible. I wanted to understand 
what could only be felt. [ wanted external proofs seizable by the intellect, for 
what by its nature did not exist without but entirely within me, that was by its 

_ nature impalpable and even imponderable. It was a force and not a substance, 
It appealed to my emotional side, and I wished to hold it fast by the grasp of 
argument. iI had been like one of those poor screaming babies who feel pain 
but have no clear conception of it and cannot express ix, and, therefore, incees- 
antly cry, and for this are set down as ill-tempered. The struggle with my 
feeling and the attempt to keep down my spiritual longings had made me 
unhappy. All this I now perceived clearly enough. Faith came back. And 
with faith the idea that it was surely not unworthy of a supremely wise and 
all-beneficent Being to come to the aid of weak man in his woeful struggle by a 
revelation of His will, and of at least somé of His attributes. And why might 
this revelation not be contained in those Scriptures which had formed the all in 
all of my ancestors, from which they had derived the necessary fortitude to 
endure the worst for the sake of their spiritual convictions, aod the resignation 
which had enabled them to forego so many things that endear life and render it 
a coveted boon, rather than act the hypocrites? It surely was worth while to 
read that book over again and to examine it by the new light which now shone 
upon me. I soon learned to enucleate the idea of revelation from the husks in 
which it was wrapped. What was it to the essence of revelation whether 
human nature from the very beginning of existence was so arranged that at a 
certain stage of development the idea should be kindled in certain superior 
minds, and the conviction begotten in them that those great truths of which they 

ad become conscious and with which they were so deeply impressed, were 
special direct communications vouchsafed to them from without, or were in 
reality imparted to them by an external agency proceeding direct from the 

Source of all wiedom and goodness ? And what difference did it make to the 
human race whether the message to it was conveyed in this.or that form? The 
foria belonged to the messenger ; the idea was God's. It might assume in the 
mind of one messenger, according to his temperament, surroundings and degree of 
enlightenment, the form of a narrative, and in another that of a philosophical 
speculation, an allegory, or a plain moral precept. If the feeling of those to 
Whom the message was conveyed responded to the feeling of the messenger, 
the message would be understood, the form, which was the husk, would be thrown 
away, and the idea, its kernel, seized upon. In any case the kernel would have 
to be unfolded. For, in whatever way the message was conveyed to be under- 
stood, the form must be born of the age, must be vested with its characteristics, 
and speak the language of the period. The form, therefore, must be from its 
nature perishable, while the idea will always spring forth anew from its decay, 
intelligible for each generation in its turn. If, for instance, supreme wisdom 
deemed it expedient to acquaint man with the idea of a creation, what does it 
matter if the idea was expressed in the detailed narrative in Genesis—in the 
form in which it was conceived and conveyed by the divine messenger—or in 
the simple statement, for He said and it was, He commanded and it stood? 
In either case the leading idea of creation is conveyed, and little does it trouble 
me whether it was the work of repeated divine feats or by one single exertion of 

power, the remainder being left to evolution, in accordance with certain general 


laws laid down. If, for instance, it lay in the divine miod that the seventh d 

of every week should be devoted to rest and recreation from the weekly toil, 

concerns me little whether the command is associated with the history of 

yr or Israel's departure from Egypt. In either case the idea alone is enough 
or me. 

And now I could also understand what was meant by election—an idea 
which had always appeared to me an arrogance on the part of Israel, and, if 
true, betokening a partiality on the part of the Deity quite unworthy of supreme 
justice. Surely those must have been superior minds which enabled them to 
comprehend the divine voice within them, to grasp the ideas conveyed to them, 
and to carry the divine message to their fellows ; and those who understood the 


message, received and promised to obey them, could only have been little inferior 


to the messengers. They must have Lelonged to the select of mankind ; and 
the law of heredity this superiority must have been transmitted to th 
descendants, must have been intensified in them, and thus in a state of constantly 
increasing intensification come down to their remotest descendants. From the 
select they thus came to be the elect. Then I was led astep farther. If Israel the 
elect was so well fitted to prodace divine messengers and to receive divine mes- 
sages, why should he not be by special ordinances qualified to guard and preserve 
these messages for the benefit of all mankind? Israel might be made a trustee, 
and as such might be subjected to special rules and charged with special obliga- 
tions and responsibilities. I could now understand the special laws given to 
Israel binding upon no other nation. They were rigorous and strictly exclusive, 
But they were adapted for their purpose, and this was the only standard by 
which they could and should be gauged. 

To my great satisfaction, whereby my convictions were undoubtedly 
strengthened, E pavciivel that, unconsciously to themselves, these messengers, 
as they successively made their appearance, more and more ennobled the 
sublime forms for conveying their messages, dropped more and more of the 
busk, and developed the kernel more aad more. And not only was this the care 
while the first temple stood, it was even more strikingly so after the voice of 
prophecy tecame hushed. The boldest and most successful adapters of the 
messages to Israel through Moses and the other pro hets to their time and to the 
new emergencies were the Pharisees. My faith now entirely come back. I 
had before me a body of revelation worthy of the Revealer and of those to whom 


it was revealed. My reason was as much satisfied as my feeling. I obeyed, and 
found contentment and happiness in obedience. I became a faithful and con- 


vinced adherent of the ancestral religion, and trust I ehall die in it, even as I 
live for it. Sach, my dear nephew, is a brief sketch of my spiritual life. Can 
you find any comfort in it? Will it answer your doubts, and be a beacon to 
guide you into a port of refuge? God grant thatit may. Noone from with- 
out can help you. Help must come from within. And if you are made of 
the right stuff—and I firmly believe you are—help will come to you in the 
right time.

My dear Uncle,—Thanks, a thousand thanke, for your kind letter. It has 
given me iofinite comfort. It bas cast a ray of hope into the darkness of my 
soul. I begin to see my way out of the maze of doubt in whidh I waader about.

I will think 


over all you have written to me; and this idea makes me quite happy; and I 


anticipate the delight which it must afford me when I shall feel within me the 


harmony and the unity which gives your life such an evenness, such a cheerful

He has a 
great principle to sustain him, I can now understand how a man may become a 
martyr, and even rejoice in martyrdum and view it as a special divine grace. 
He is supported by the great trath which he has to verify. I feel it already 
within me. I shall no longer sbrink from the deprivation which the ancestral 
faith nay impose upon me. If I have to sacrifice upon its altar my ambition 
and my sweetest hopes and worldly aspirations, be it so. I am no better than 
were my fathers. They were all martyrs. I trust I shall not degenerate from 
the stock. The sacrifice will be for holy convictions. The responsibility will 
rest upon those who exacted it, and mine the merit of having made it. Yes, 
mny dearest uncle, I hope to be soon at one with you, to live with you in the 
ancestral religion, and, if need there be even to die for it.
